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2000 World Yo-Yo Contest Was Hot! Hot! Hot!

Many years ago, Jean Cocteau once asked a 
friend how to strengthen his theatrical perfor- 
mance. The friend replied, “Astonish me.” Good 
advice for Cocteau, but perhaps more appropri- 
ate for those who participated iri the 2000 World 
Yo-Yo Contest in Orlando, Florida. Without a 
doubt, there was no shortage of dazzling stimuli. 

Despite the intense heat and humidity, hun- 
dreds gathered to witness a competition exhibit- 
ing the most stunning yo-yoers of our time. When 
asked what to anticipate from the two-day con- 
test spanning July 8 and 9, Director of Workshops 
and Judge Dick Stohr replied, “I expect to be 
blown away. I expect to see things I’ve never seen 
before.” 

Indeed he was blown away, as was the rest 
of the judges’ panel, consisting of professional 
skill-toy promoters, educators and coaches. With 
the contest spread into five divisions — Sport, 
Single-Handed, Two-Handed, Extreme and 
Teams — the judges certainly had their hands 
full. 

“The competition was fierce. There were 
many perfect or near-perfect scores,” said Gloria 
Van Dalen of Tampa, FL and Judge for the Sport 
Division. 

Several contestants in the Two-Handed Di- 
vision were so competitive, in fact, that they were 
forced to proceed into a postponed elimination 
tie-breaker on Sunday moming after a tropical 
rain abruptly ended Saturday’s events. 

Displaying a mélange of creative ingenuity 
and enthusiastic performance, the Extreme Di- 
vision proved to be the most eye-catching por- 
tion of the contest. Required to submit a video- 
taped, freestyle audition prior to the event, ten 
brilliant competitors stepped up to the plate and 
accepted the challenge. In addition to advanced 
string and loop tricks, the X contestants incorpo-

YO is having! Since my involvement with the YO- 
YO starting December 1993 J have seen all kinds of 
up’s and down’s with the YO-YO and related issues. 
YO-YO’s have sure slowed down, what I mean is 
that sales have slowed thus so has the interest. Most 
of the Manufacturers that were putting money into 
tours, give aways and camps have dropped out of the 
limelight and are waiting patiently for the next craze! 

Typically YO-YO’s have had a 10 year cycli- 
cally pattern with a seven year down swing and three 
year upswing. The last cycle produced about 4.5 years 
of popularity here in California. Why? Well in my 
opinion the technology and increasing number of 
sources (manufacturers) helped! The other thing is 
many many of the AYYA members tumed Profes- 
sional. With their help more on a personal basis than 
a Commercial basis the YO-YO became the HIP thing 
todo! Ihave always said, “once you know three tricks 
your an entertainer!” 

Now many of the “Pros” are looking for dem- 
onstration gigs and not finding as many as they did 
in the past. YO-YO’s are being sold at the Larger 
Toy and Gift Stores for less than the list Wholesale. 
Specialty Toy Stores have a surplus of YO-YO’s (that 
they paid more for than the larger toy stores) and can 
not liquidate them very quickly. What does all this 
mean? It means hang in there. This is the same thing 
that happens each time a retail product gets flooded 
in the market. Once the larger stores get rid of their 
inventory the Specialty Stores will also. With that, 
the staple diet of YO-YO’s will once again emerge. I 
am also expecting that in another year or two we will 
see another Huge Craze. Keep practicing! 

Players and AY YA Members. Support your Spe- 
cialty Retail Stores. They are the real backbone to 
making contest happen and creating great players, 
Specialty Toy Stores are also a great place to have a 
weekly YO-YO Club, By having the Club at the store 
not only will the player have a venue to YO but the 
store will become the source for YO-YO items (they 
will do more business). If your local toy store does 
not have a Club I would like to suggest that you offer 
to organize one. The only hard part is being sure that 
someone shows up each meeting to great the other 
people. ‘ 

Remember to keep the sport of YO-YOing alive 
we all need to work together to spread the Word Of 
YO! Think back when you started? You needed help, 
you wanted a place to show off, you wanted to meet 
others that also found the State of YO! Lets keep this 
up through the lean times and make a place for any- 
one to come and YO!

Bill, one of the four ‘National Masters’ se- 
lected at the National Yo-Yo Contest in Chico, 
has chaired the Tricks and Rules Committee and 
will work with the 2001 Tricks and 
Rules. Bill has served on the Board 
of Directors for the past four years.

I will continue 
to do what I can to keeping the sport 
growing.”

The YO-YO Man

“JUST SAY YO!” the entertainer yells as he 
dances around the stage. Two yo-yos blaze out in front 
of him as a mesmerized audience watches him in 
amazement. Dale Myrberg is Utah’s World Class YO- 
YO Champion. He is “The YO-YO Man.” 

The Yo-Yo Man loves to bop into school as- 
semblies and birthday parties. He has been on many 
stages, including a performance at the Desert Inn in 
Las Vegas with the famous comedians “The 


Smother’s Brothers.” He yo-yo’s every fall at the Utah 
State Fair and to the polka music at Snowbird’s Ski 
Resort annual Oktoberfest. The Yo-Yo Man has ap- 
peared on many commercials and news broadcasts. 

With a huge grin on his face and bounce in his 
walk he does lots of tricks and loves to talk. Yo-Yo’s 
are his joy not just a toy. He has a colorful collection 
of over three thousand old and new, a variety from 
big to small, red and blue. 

The Yo-Yo Man wears a bright colored hat and 
a polka dot tie. He’ll do any trick he’s not shy. The 
suspenders that hold up his dark, cotton Docker trou- 
sers compliment his costume. They match the per- 
sonality in his round frame glasses that sit in front of 
his big yo-yo eyes. The exciting grin on his face en- 
courages those looking for entertainment to smile. 

His dream began when he was only five years 
old. He stood on a chair so that the long, dangling 
string with a yo-yo on the end would not hit the 
ground. Like a puppy on a leash he followed the yo- 
yo men that held contests in the little comer markets. 
Before he knew it he was one of them. They would 
not let this young ambitious boy compete in the con- 
tests because he was considered a professional. They 
paid him one dollar an hour to judge contests and 
demonstrate tricks to other children. He appeared on 
children’s television shows displaying his talent. 

In his late teen years he quit yoing because at 
that particular age it was not considered the “cool” 
thing to do. In his early thirties he picked the yo-yo 
up again and has not put it down ever since. He says, 
“the yo-yo’s are a stress reliever and soothing to the 
brain.” 

Many children dream of being as good as he 


and some think he’s a better super hero than 
Spiderman or Power Rangers. He will not admit that 
he is “the best”. He has been complemented by some 
very famous people as having magnificent talent. 
Among them are Tommy Smother’s (a comedian who 
also yo-yo’s) and Donald Duncan Jr. (son of original 
founder of the Duncan Yo-Yo Company). 

This Yo-Yo Man has performed all over the 
United States and throughout the world. Among his 
favorite nlaces he has entertained are Japan, Hawaii, 
Australia, Singapore, 
Las Vegas, New York, 
and all over Califor- 
nia. 

If you can think of 
a trick, his yo-yo can 
do it. From rocking 
the baby in the cradle 
to man on the flying 
trapeze, every trick is 
performed with the 
greatest of ease. He 
practices whenever he 
can, that’s why he is 
such a good yo-yo 
man. 
The most danger- 
ous trick this cham- 
pion can do is knock a quarter off someone’s ear with 
a yo-yo. The Yo-Yo Man calls it “the yo-yo haircut.” 
His procedure goes like this: He puts a quarter on an 
individuals ear and warns them to stand as still as a 
rock. Then, he does a double cross over loop the loops 
aiming toward the victim’s ear. 

A loop the loop is where the yo-yo is thrown 
out in front of the body and instead of pulling it back 
and grasping it, it passes the hand and reaches out in 
a continuous motion coming back to the hand after 
the quarter is knocked off the ear. 

Once a month the Yo-Yo Man appears at the 
Shriners Hospital for Crippled Children to put gleam- 
ing smiles on struggling faces. He turns frowns up- 
side down. Personally, I think that he considers it a 
privilege. He performs for lonely, ill children and it 
fulfills his purpose for doing what he does. It is touch- 
ing to his heart. 

This is not the Yo-Yo Man’s only job, he also 
works at Utah Power and Light where he designs 
power lines. When J asked him which job he likes 
better he truthfully said, “Yo-Yo’s of course! It is the 
most peaceful, positive, and fun object ever invented. 
It makes me happy and brings me great joy.” 

Curious people often ask me, “How do you 
know so much about this Yo-Yo Man?” I proudly re- 
ply, “I know because this man happens to be my 
daddy-yo!” 

Note: Dale retired from Utah Power in 1998 and 
has since been a full time yo-yo performer. He was 
awarded the title of National Master (1 of 4) and was 
1996 World Yo-Yo Champion. He travels to local, 
National and International competitions as a judge 
and is always in the “State Of YO!”

How to Get Your 
Contest Recognized 
as an Sanctioned 
AYYA Event 


AYYA sanctioning is easy to get and let’s 
people know that your event has been recognized 
as a ‘fun and fair’ event. The minimum require- 
ments for sanctioning are listed below. 


1. The contest organizer must submit a written 
request to:

2. The request must contain a copy (electronic 
versions are acceptable) of the contest announce- 
ment, which must include the AY YA Rules (or a 
reference to the AYYA website for the rules) and 
the approved contest tricks for each division. 
Please do not send any graphics. Paste the text, 
with tricks and rules, directly into the e-mail mes- 
sage instead of sending it as an attachment. No 
attachments will be opened. Organizers may re- 
quest reasonable changes to the tricks and rules 
to fit the level of competition that they planned. 


3. All contest tiebreakers shall be clearly stated 
in the contest announcement and the tiebreakers 
shall be designed to clearly determine a contest 
winner. 


4. All contests must have at least one official 
judge who will be entrusted with the responsi- 
bility of conducting a fair contest in accordance 
with the contest tricks and mules. For freestyle 
competitions it is recommended that at least three 
judges be used. For two yo-yo (two-handed 
tricks) tricks it is highly recommended that two 
or more judges be used in order that each yo-yo 
can be watched separately. The judges should be 
provided with a copy of the rules prior to the con- 
test and be knowledgeable of how all of the con- 
test tricks are to be performed. 


World Record Frenzy

World Championships held in Orlando, Florida, on July 8th and 9th was an A. Y.Y.A. World Record Frenzy. More World Records were broken 
during this event than at any other previous yo-yo competition. A total of 14 A.Y.Y.A. World Yo-Yo Records were broken. The high number of 
record-breaking achievements was largely due to the Junior Division Category, with the majority of the records occurring in this Division. Several 
events had records broken multiple times by different individuals during the competition. The following individuals listed broke World Records at the 
current World Championships. The last person listed for each event is the current World Record holder. 

Currently, the A.Y.Y.A. tracks multiple World Records in 19 different events with three divisions. The Junior Division which is age 14 and 
under, Open which is all ages and Masters which is over 50 years. The A.Y.Y.A. can add up to two different events to be tracked each year. 

It should also be noted that Luke Smith of Wilmington, Delaware set the longest sleeper record for the Jr. Division with a sleeper of 4 minutes, 
39 seconds several weeks before the Worlds. His record was broken at Worlds.

Host an AYYA Record Setting segment at 
your next Yo-Yo Event. AYYA World Record at- 
tempts add fun and excitement to your contest, 
and also can provide added incentive for media 
coverage of your event. 

To qualify, Yo-yos must be or have been 
commercially available models without any spe- 
cial modifications. Records require video docu- 
mentation of the entire record attempt and fol- 


low the AY YA world record format. Records must 
be submitted on the AYYA world record submis- 
sion form. Partially completed forms and those 
without videos will not be accepted. 

You must submit an official AYYA World 
Record Submission Form. Get the form online 
at: Www.yo-yos.net. 

For the event to be certified, the record at- 
tempt must follow the AYYA guidelines for world

record attempts. The event must be a publicized 
public event with at least 20 people in attendance 
(players and/or spectators). The competition must 
be open to all competitors, and the event director 
must be 18 or over

rated flashy off-string 
and freehand play. In- 
tegrating background 
music, costume and 
character into their 
routines, these extrem- 
ists pushed the enve- 
lope of “yo” to a limit 
beyond the farthest 
imagination of the av- 
erage player. 

In addition to the 
excitement provided 
by the contestants, 
helpful workshops 
were given by the pros, 
and plenty of yo-yos, 
tops and other skill-toys were on hand thanks to 
an organized group of sponsors. Vendors such as 
BC, Duncan, Yo-Yo Jam, Henry’s and Yomega 
kept busy as inspired spectators — young and 
middle-aged — searched for the perfect yo-yo. 

Organizers for the contest found an attrac- 
tive home in Universal Studios theme park, close 
to the Nickelodeon production lot. Nickelodeon’s 
new digital program, “Games and Sports for 
Kids,” (Nick

Letwcek y 
Meisenheimer 
of Orlando, FL 
who had an en- 
tire tent setup 
for yo-yo swap- 
ping. With over 
5,000 yo-yos, 
he holds one of 
the _ largest 
known collections and in 1999 wrote Lucky’s 
Collectors Guide to 20th Century Yo-Yos, re- 
garded as the definitive guide to yo-yo history, 
collectibles and memorabilia. Lucky reminds us 
that we “‘can never have too many yo-yos.” 

Yo-yo history was certainly well-repre- 
sented as Mr. Harvey Lowe, winner of the first 
World Yo-Yo Contest in 1932, attended and was 
presented with a lifetime achievement award. 
Lifelong player “Mr. Yo-Yo” Bob Rule appeared 
as well and offered comment on the ups and 
downs of yo-yo mania:

The X Division: A Fluke or the 
Future of Yo-Yoing?

This year at the World yo-yo competition, a new and 
unconventional category made its debut. The possibilities 
of yo-yoing continue to grow, and the X division was imple- 
4 mented to showcase the different disciplines that have been 
| evolving over the last few years. “Offstring” play was the 
first of these new styles to find its way into mainstream yo- 
wa yO play, and the popularity of this style, developed by such 
players as Jon Gates and Dale Oliver has grown by leaps 
and bounds. Sky Kiyabu was the first competitive player to 
really feature this style of play in his freestyle routine, and 
since his groundbreaking performance at the 98 nationals, 
Offstring play has reached lofty levels. 

Team Offstring from Japan was formed during the 
period during the recent yo-yo boom When HPK marketing 

The First X-Division World Champ, Hironori Mii sent many offstring pioneers to Japan as “Team Hyper Vi- 
per” and one of its outstanding exponents is Japans Hirononi 
Mii, who was the inevitable winner Of the X division. 

Another new style featured in the X division is “freehand” play. Developed by Steve Brown, and 
growing in popularity daily, Freehand uses a small counterweight at the end of the string that would other 
wise be tied to the yo-yo finger, and allows for some incredible variations on conventional tricks, as well as 
many new and exciting moves. 

Steve himself, as well as Chris Neff and Doctor Popular, have brought this style of play to the forefront 
in a short amount of time, and it has joined offstring as an easily recognizable variation on older themes. 
Moebius style, developed by Doctor Popular, is another “new” discipline featured in the X division, wherein 
the loop that would ordinarily be tied to the yo-yo finger is used to facilitate some intricate string tricks. 

The current generation of “super players” do not fear change, and have lead us to a point where 
creativity is almost without boundaries. To this end, the scoring of this event was by a round robin vote, and 
only the participants were allowed to judge their peers. This category was to make its debut at the national 
contest in Chico last year, but was dispensed with for a number of reasons, one of which was lack of * 
participants. This year, a great interest was shown for this event, and it was highly entertaining to watch, and 
I suspect, to compete in. 

It was not so long ago that freestyle was introduced to mainstream competitive play, and the evolution - 
of the art and sport of yo-yoing has grown immensely. The X division is one answer to our ever expanding 
border of creativity, and each of these disciplines may grown into their own competitive category someday. 

Another possibility is to evolve in such a way where no boundaries are drawn, and as long as a yo-yo 
is part of your routine, competition grows into a free for all where all Is welcome and points are given no 
matter what the competitor chooses to do. I don’t think anyone involved in yo-yoing today can foresee the 
future enough to know where all this creativity and innovation will lead us, that’s what makes it so exciting! 

(one sub note on Steve Browns performance at the 2000 X division competition. Due to a lack of 
communication, Steve was only allowed 2 minutes for his routine, and was judged by his peers on what he 
accomplished during that time. ( the rest of the competitors got 3 minutes) I think its commendable that he 
managed such a high score with that handicap in place, and very well may indicate that if the division is 
going to continue to prosper, that addition time be given the competitors. (FIVE minutes?) Doc Pop was 
also restricted by time concems, and was not able to include many things in this routine. As long as we are 
dispensing with conventionality, lets give these guys more time!!!)

I was ready to represent. They called out, “Who’s Raleigh Booze?” Raleigh raises his hand and they position Raleigh next to Jack Ford. Well, Raleigh is 
swell and all, but he’s not the most vocal kid around. Somehow, they chose to speak with Raleigh as a spokesman of our group. I could only assume they 
wanted to talk to the young guys and not the old geezer. Raleigh stumbled a bit, replying to “What’s you best trick?” with “Uhhh...] don’t know,” but then 
tallied to pull off a decent “Blair Witch Project.” I spoke to Jack Ford right before they began filming and told him that Luke was a previous World 
Record Holder for longest sleeper for 14 & under. Somehow in the five seconds from when I told him about it, it turned into him being a World 
Champion for several years.

Lucky’s Collecting Corner 
Collecting Autographs in The Yo-Yo World 
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Autograph collecting is a natural extension 
of collecting memorabilia especially when the 
memorabilia has an association with certain in- 
dividuals. 

Why do people collect autographs? 

Well, largely because it is fun memory of a 
meeting of an individual at a particular point in 


time or event. Additionally collecting autographs . 


on yo-yo memorabilia can increase their value. 
Most notable example would be the Nixon 
Autographed Yo-Yo which is the highest price 
ever paid for a yo-yo at $16, 029.00. I can as- 
sure you that the price was so high not because 
of the yo-yo having any intrinsic value, it was 
the circumstance of which President Nixon 
autographed the yo-yo. Most autographed yo- 
yos and other pieces of yo-yo memorabilia will 
not have any immediate appreciable increase in 
value but there are exceptions. For most though, 
the collection of an autograph on a yo-yo is just 
a fun side of collecting and getting to know 
people. 

What kind of items does a person look for in 

getting autographed? 

Well obviously, yo-yos would be the most 
typical but there are other items that are com- 
monly autographed, such as books, contest fly- 
ers, trading cards, videos and contest posters. 

Contest posters are especially popular at 
large events such Nationals or Worlds in that you 
can generally pick up a number of top players 
and personalities in the Yo-Yo World all on one 
interesting piece and this is certainly a nice way 
to display all the signatures. 

Whose autographs do people look for? 

Well, it could be any personality in the Yo- 
Yo World. Demonstrators are asked for their au- 
tographs most often. Others include world record 
holders, past champions, authors of books and 
publications on yo-yos, company owners, yo-yo 
designers and the list goes on. 

Where do you meet these people? 

The easiest way to find people is at the large 
events such as World Championships, National 
Championships, etc. Even local events often 
times will have celebrity judges who are dem- 
onstrators or World record holders. If you can- 
not make it to events you can still request signa- 
tures through the mail. If you are going to re- 
quest signatures in the mail, make sure you en- 
close a self addressed stamped envelope. I would 
suggest if you are going to send some valuable 
piece of memorabilia that you request a signa- 
ture, that you contact the individual first, so they 
know to expect it, and to make sure that they 
would be willing to give you a signature on the 


item. Be clear in writing where you would like 
the item signed and it’s not a bad idea to enclose 
the pen or marker to be used. You want to make 
the signing process as easy as possible for the 
signer. Again, make sure you enclose proper re- 
turn packaging, mailing label and postage for the 
return of the item to you. 
Where should a yo-yo be signed? 

There is no standard place for an autograph 
to be placed on a yo-yo. My favorite position is 
having the person sign along the front of the rim 
on the front face so as you display the yo-yo the 
signature is easily seen. Use a permanent marker 
that is a contrasting color to the paint on the yo- 
yo. If there is not a large logo on the face of the 
yo-yo, the signature can go directly across the 
face. 

Although most people in the Yo-Yo Com- 
munity are friendly, and happy to sign autographs, 
you may find some individuals that are reluctant 
to sign. I must impress upon you not to force 
the issue. Be gracious whether they accept or 
decline your request. There are definitely times 
when you should not ask an individual for an 
autograph. For instance, judges that are actively 
judging should not be distracted and competitors 
immediately before their competition are usually 
concentrating on their routine and find this dis- 
tracting. Finally, it is generally considered impo- 
lite to ask individuals for souvenirs such as yo- 
yos, etc., unless they are giving them away as a 
part of a promotion. 

Below is a list of a variety of personalities 
in the Yo-Yo World that you might be interested 
in having their signature on a yo-yo or other piece 
of memorabilia. Some individuals are closely 
associated with certain yo-yos, etc., and I have 
tried to list some of the items that would be nice 
to have their signature on to help the new collec- 
tor. If you see somebody that you think should 
be listed email me and tell me why and what item 
it would be cool to have there autograph on and 
we may add his or her name to the list.

Louis Children’s hospital 2-3 times a month, and 
giving yo-yo demonstrations, handing out free 
yo-yos to the kids (I purchase the yo-yos with 
my own resources. Some benefactors in the yo- 
yoindustry sell me yo-yos at cost or donate them), 
and teaching them tricks. This activity has 
steadily become my favorite part of any given 
week. Watching a child who is ill and stuck in 
the hospital, laugh and beam as he or she mas- 
ters a trick, is so very rewarding. 

Lately I’ve been wondering how I might 
make this satisfying activity available to more 
yo-ers. I would like to start a club of yo-yo en- 
thusiasts who do all the normal yo-yo club stuff 
(learning tricks, swapping yo-yos) but who also 
go to Children’s hospitals, hospices, senior 
homes, to give demonstrations and spread good 
will through the art of YO. As kids gain confi- 
dence and give more demonstrations, they could 
earn better quality yo-yos. We could do fund 
raisers to buy the yo’s and I think we could get 
manufacturers to support us. 

Would a club like this be something that 
would interest the BGCA? Kids could get free 
yo-yos, learn tricks, and then do good by going 
out in their community to teach others, with the 
incentive of eaming even better yo-yos. 

I would like to try out this concept in St. 
Louis at first and see how it works, then take it 
nationwide. Any advise? Any ideas on who to 
contact?

Tricks video there and spot a Moonstar yo-yo, 
which I’ve rescued from the evil display shelf the 
day later. I decide to ask the owner of the store if 
he will ever get any more yo-yos. He says “Prob- 
ably much later on.” He also adds in “ We used to 
be chock full of yo-yos, but the fad died out and 
we lowered our yo-yo stockage.” I’m Literally 
Kicking myself for not coming here earlier! Vi- 
pers, Tornados, Raiders, SB2’s, and a WHOLE lot 
more sold here! and I’m JUST NOW finding out 
about it. So, I decided to try and convince the owner 
to sell more yo’s, but he’s not encouraged, so! go 
on and visit the store periodically.
